System Under Development 


Illinois is participating in a 
multi-state effort to develop a 
total computerized criminal rec- 
ord system, according to Illi- 
nois Department of Law En- 
forcement Director Herbert D. 
Brown. 

Brown said Bureau of Identi- 
fication Supt. Gary D. McAlvey 
is Illinois’ voting representative 
in Project SEARCH, an 18- 
month study by 15 states to de- 
velop a computerized criminal 
justice information system. 

EARCH, which stands for 

tem for Electronic Aanaly- 
sis and Retrieval of Criminal 
Histories, is funded by a $2.5 
million-grant from the Law En- 
forcement Assistance Adminis: 
tration and participating states. 

“During the past few years, 
computers have proven to be an 
effective. weapon in the war 
against crime,” Brown said. 
“The application of computers 
to law enforcement provides 
technological breakthroughs in 
crime detection and_ solution 
that, to the layman, reads very 
much like science fiction.”

During the past summer, 
seven of the 15 SEARCH states 
converted about 10,000 criminal 
histories as the data base for 
a trial run of the system, he 
si After an evaluation of 
this demonstration, recommen- 
dations will be made regarding 
the possibility of a nationwide 
system. 

The SEARCH system will in- 
clude a central index of .crimi- 
nal histories, directly accessible 
by user each state. The in- 
dex will contain only abbrevi- 
ated data, referring the inquir- 
ing agency to the state holding 
the full criminal record, Mc-

“It is important to note that 
the information which will be 
included in this system is, in a 
fundamental sense, a matter of 
public record,” McAlvey said. 
“It will be information which 
has been recorded by police or 
other criminal justice officers 
in performing their public du- 
ties, and most of it is already 
available from the files of 10- 
cal, state and federal criminal 
justice agencies.” 

McAlvey explained that the 

tem will include only the 

ames of those persons for 
whom at least one criminal 
charge has reached a-final dis- 
position and for whom an FBI 
number has been assigned. 

SEARCH will exclude infor- 
mation concerning juvenile of- 
fenders, misdemeanor drunk 
and traffic arrests, intelligence 
data, unsubstantiated reports or 
conjectures. 

“T want to emphasize that 
Project SEARCH data will be 
available only to sworn law en- 
forcement officers,” McAlvey 
said. “SEARCH was not, and is 
not now, designed either as a 
general source of data for gov- 
enrment or as a segment of 
any comprehensive govern- 
mental data system.” 

300,000 Criminal Records 

McAlvey said the 300,000 
criminal records which _ will 
make up the initial file will be 
provided the 15 SEARCH 
states. Participating states will 
build their data systems around 
already existing central com- 
puter systems. 

In Illinois, the Bureau of 
Identification, a division of the 
Department of Law Enforce- 
ment, will be the “data cus- 
todian,” responsible for con- 
trolling the records and moni- 
toring the use of SEARCH. The 
data will be incorporated into 
the Department's Law Enforce- 
ment Agencies Data System 
(LEADS). 

“We believe that a_nation- 
wide capability for quick access 
to criminal histories is essen- 
tial for effective law enforce- 
ment and administration of 
criminal justice,” Mc Alvey 
said. “The advantages of Proj- 
ect SEARCH should be obvious 
to any citizen genuinely trou-

Madison Acts to Demolish 
Old Houses; Seek Owners 


Efforts will be made to find 
the owners of several ‘“‘dilapi- 
dated and deteriorated dwell- 
ings” in West Madison, despite 
an urgent plea by Madison 
Fifth Ward Alderman John 
Haynes that immediate action 
is necessary to demolish the 
houses and eliminate a neigh- 
borhood hazard and eyesore. 

Razing of the vacant and run- 
down houses was recommended 
to the Madison city council by 
Curtis King sr., assistant build- 
ing inspector, who said the 
eight dwellings listed “are be- 
yond repair. 

The structures recommended 
for demolition are located at 
817 Webster street; Third and 
Webster streets; 708 Madison 
street; 812 Madison street; 913 
Webster street; 903 Washington 
street; 701, Washington street; 
and 912 Jackson street. 

‘Advised by City Attorney Nick 
Vasileff that permission to raze 
the buildings must be obtained 
from the owners to protect the 
city, Alderman Haynes com- 
mented, “I believe the owners 
are either dead, or have moved 
to Mississippi, Arkansas or 
somewhere else. Probably, we 
never will be able to find 
them,” he added. 

Must Be Torn Down 

“These places must be torn 
down,”” the West Madison al- 
derman continued, “two fires 
were set by vandals in the 
houses last night and today the 
people are in an uproar about 
ity? 


“The people have the feeling 
that we don’t care, and we do 
care about the situation,” he 
said. 

“TI have torn down about ten 
such places myself in the past 
and paid for it myself. I am 
willing to do the same thing to 
these, if necessary. This way 
at least I save the city some 
money,” he added. 

Vasileff explained that legal 
procedures require the city to 
notify the property. owners of 
their responsibilities. If they 
refuse to take care of the prop- 
erty then the city can file a 
suit against the owner. | “How 
long will that procedure take?” 
Alderman Haynes queried. 
“About six to eight months,” 
the attorney replied. 

Ready to Fall Down 

Alderman Haynes said the 
people in the neighborhood 


have torn down one dwelling 
themselves . . . “all but the 
roof and walls. First wind that 
comes along, it is going to fall 
down anyway,” the council 
member said. 

Questioned by May or Mike 
Sasyk about the condition of 
the buildings listed by the in- 
spector, Alderman Haynes 
commented, “some have pos- 
sums living in them. They are 
open to all kinds of wild life,” 
he pointed out. 

It was agreed to accept the 
list compiled by King, attempt 
to locate owners of the proper- 
ties and also take photographs. 
of the individual dwellings for 
the record 

A suggestion that items - in 
the houses, such as plumbing 
fixtures, also should be re- 
corded, brought the remark 
from the senior council mem- 
ber—‘These houses were built 
before indoor plumbing.”

Social Concerns 
College Planned 
For Carbondale 


Southern Illinois University’s 
board of trustees, meeting Fri- 
day. at Carbondale, approved 
planning steps for a new Car- 
bondale campus college that 
will focus on’ social problems 
and concerns. 

As tentatively outlined, the 
new College of Human Re- 
sources Development will have 
a core of some existing insti- 
tutes and will be related to 
various departments. 

Robert Layer, chancellor of 
SIU at Carbondale, said the 
college will mobilize the talents 
of professionals to concentrate 
on special problems of the 
“larger society” and train stu- 
dents in special kinds of social 
service work. 

‘The board’s action Friday 
was to approve the college in 
principle. SIU will seek a 
$94,000 grant through the 
Board of Higher Education to 
cover planning details over the 
next eight to 10 months. 

Units which may be .assocl- 
ated with the new college are 
the Center for the Study of 
Crime, Delinquency and Correc- 
tions, Community Development 
Institute, design department, 
Rehabilitation Institute and pos- 
sibly the Black American 
Studies Program. 

In other action, the SIU 
trustees’ approved reorganiza- 
tion of the School of Technology 
under a new name. 

It will be called the School of 
Engineering and Technology 
and will consist of five depart- 
ments: electrical sciences and 
systems engineering, engineer- 
ing mechanics and materials, 
occupational education, tech- 
nology, .and thermal and en- 
vironmental engineering. 

The School of Technology 
was formed in 1960 after the 
state legislature approved the 
engineering degree at SIU. 

It has operated with no de- 
partments but with “professors- 

-charge” af four basic pro- 
grams — engineering, applied 
science, industrial technology 
and engineering technology — 
plus a faculty chairman in in- 
dustrial education. 

The new organization, said 
Dean Thomas Jefferson, will ex- 
press the school’s broadened 
curriculum and development 
since 1960.

Annual General Assembly Sessions Granite City Prese-Record 


(1970 Illinois Constitutional Gonvention) 


ARTICLE IV. THE LEGISLA- 
TURE 

SECTION 1. LEGISLATURE 
—POWER AND STRUCTURE 

If the electors approve Prop- 
osition 1A providing for the 
election of Representatives to 
the General Assembly from 
multi-member districts with 
cumulative voting, then Section 
1 and Subsections (a) and (b) 
of Section 2 of Article IV con- 
tained in the Adoption Schedule 
shall be placed in this Constitu- 
tion as Section 1‘and Subsec- 
tions (a) and (b) of Section 2 
of Article IV. 

If the electors approve Propo- 
sition 1B providing for the elec- 
tion of Representatives to the 
General Assembly from single 
member districts, the language 
contained in Section 1 and Sub- 
sections (a) and (b) of Section 
2 of Article IV contained in the 
Adoption Schedule shall be 
placed in this Constitution as 
Section 1 and Subsections (a) 
and (b) of Section 2, Article IV.

If no redistricting plan 
becomes effective by June 
30 of that year, a Legisla- 
tive Redistricting Commi: 
sion shall be constituted not 
later than July 10. The 
Commission shall consist of 
eight members, no more 
than four of whom shall be 
members of the same politi- 
cal party. 

The Speaker and Minority 
Leader of the House of Repre- 
sentatives shall each appoint to 
the Commission- one represen- 
tative and one person who is 
not a member of the General 
Assembly. The President and 
the Minority Leader of the 
Senate shall each appoint to 
the Commission one senator 
and one person who is not a 
member of the General Assem- 
bly. 

The members shall be certi- 
fied to the Secretary of State 
by the appointing authorities. A 
vacancy on the Commission 
hall be filled within five days 
by the authority that made the 
original appointment. A chair- 


man and vice-chairman shall 
be chosen by a majority of all 
members of the Commission. 

Not later than Aug. 10, the 
Commission shall file with .the 
Secretary of State a redistrict- 
ing plan approved by at least 
five members. 

If the Commission fails to file 
an approved redistricting plan, 
the Supreme’ Court shall sub- 
mit the names of two persons, 
not of the same political party, 
to the Secretary of State not 
later than Sept. 1. 


Not later than Sept. 5, the 
Secretary of State publicly 
shall draw by random se- 
lection the name of one of 
the two persons ‘to serve 
as the ninth member of the 
Commission. 


Not later than Oct, 5, the 
Commission shall file with 
the Secretary of State a re- 
districting plan approved 
by at least tive members. 


An approved redistricting 
plan filed with the Secretary of 
State shall be presumed valid, 
shall have the force and effect 
of law and shall be published 
promptly by the Secretary of 
State. 

The Supreme Court shall 
have original and exclusive jur- 
isdiction over actions concern- 
ing redistricting the House and 
Senate, which shall be initiated 
in the name of the People of 
the State by the Attorney Gen- 
eral. 

SECTION 4. ELECTION 


Members of the General As- 
sembly shall be.elected at the 
general election in even-num- 
bered years. 


SECTION 5, SESSIONS 


(a) The General Assembly 
shall convene each year on the 
second Wednesday of January. 
The General Assembly shall be 
a continuous body during the 
term for which members of the 
House of Representatives are 
elected. 

(b) The Governor may con- 
vene*the General Assembly or 
the Senate alone in. special ses- 
sion by a proclamation stating 
the purpose of the session; and 
only business encompassed by 
such purpose, together with any 
impeachments or confirmation 
of appointments shall be trans- 
acted. 

Special sessions of the Gen- 
eral Assembly may. also be 
convened by joint proclamation 
of the presiding officers of both 
houses, issued as provided by 
law. 

(c) Sessions of each house of 
the General Assembly and 
meetings of committees, joint 
committees and legislative com- 
missions shall be open to the 
public. 

Sessions and committee meet- 
ings of a house may be closed 
to the public if two-thirds of the 
members elected to. that house 
determine that the public in- 
terest so requires; and meet- 
ings of joint committees and 
legislative commissions may be 
so closed if two-thirds of the 
members elected to each house 
so determine. 

SECTION 6. ORGANIZATION 

(a) A majority of the mem- 
bers elected to each house con- 
stitutes a quorum. 

(b) On the first day of the 
January session of the General 
Assembly in. odd-numbered 
years, the Secretary of State 
shall convene the House of Rep- 
resentatives to elect ftom 
membership a Speaker of the 
House of Representatives as 
presiding officer, and the gov- 
ernor shall convene the Senate 
to elect from its membership a 
President of the Senate as pre- 
siding officer. 

(c) For purposes of powers 
of appointment conferred by 
this Constitution, the Minor- 
ity Leader .of either house 
member of the numerically 
strongest political party other 
than the party to which the 
Speaker or the President be- 
longs, as the case may be. 

(d) Each house shall deter- 
mine the rules of its proceed- 
ings, judge the elections, re- 
turns and qualifications of its 
members and choose its offi- 
cers. No member shall be ex- 
pelled by either house, except 
by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members elected to that house. 

A member may be expelled 
only once for the same offense. 

Each house may punish by 
imprisonment any person, not a 
member, guilty of disrespect to 
the house by disorderly or con- 
temptuous behavior in its pres- 
ence. Imprisonment shall not 
extend beyond 24 hours at one 
time unless the person persists 
in disorderly or contemptuous 
behavior.

The “Madison County Mental Health 
(708) Board, has defended its frequent heavy- 
handed “‘surgery" on Community clinics and on 
programs for the retarded as ultimately bene- 
ficial to them. Judging by current reports that 
the actual goal is the death of the clinics, it is 
tragic that citizens and supervisors are allowing 
the “major surgery” to continue: 

It is not necessary to defend the mental 
health centers and their expenditures as perfect 
in order to believe that they should continue in 
operation. And enough is known of their ac- 
complishments as well as shortcomings to know 
that the budget cuts intended for the 1970-71 
fiscal year are far too drastic. The 708 Board 
“surgeons” are using meat cleavers, not scalp- 
els, in their attempt to achieve a “‘cure.”” 

The thinking now being disclosed is that 
true efficiency can only be achieved by shutting 
down the Alton and Granite City clinics and 
combining them into a single clinic to be based 
at the county seat, Edwardsville 

Quad-City and Alton area residents make 
up the bulk of the population and patient case- 
load, and the two existing clinics are essential 
if efficiency is the real objective. Satellite cen- 
ters have been started and others have been 
planned to avoid inconvenience for 
central and eastern portions of Madison county. 

The densely-populated western section of 
the county has been tolerant and supportive of 
the centralization of many governmental serv- 
ices at Edwardsville, helping authorize the 
mental health tax and a Jarge number of county 
facilities, including the $550,000 juvenile de- 
tention home which was criticized at the Oct. 
14 County Board of Supervisors meeting as 
costly and ineffective. The has leaned 
over backward to be regional minded, but the 
reported clinic shutdown plan is unjustified

Amendment fo Illinois Banking Act on Pink 
Ballot Merits ‘Yes’ Votes by Quad-Cityans 


In the Nov. 3 general election, decisions 
facing voters here include a proposed two-part 
amendment to the Illinois Banking Act to as- 
Sure state-chartered banks competitive equality 
with national banks located in this state. 

It is supported by the Illinois Municipal 
League, Illinois Bankers Association, Governor 
Ogilvie, Mayor Daley of Chicago, Illinois At- 
torney_ General William Scott, Commissioner 
of Banks and Trust Companies Roland Blaha 
and others, and we add our endorsement. 

The amendment covers both powers ex- 
ercised and merger methods; it does not permit 
branch banking. The first part grants state 
banks the same legal powers as national banks 
without making it necessary to amend the 
Illinois Banking Act—by legislation and a refer- 
endum—each time new federal legislation is 
passed. The second part deals with permitted 
terms of mergers, and parallels an amendment 
to the Illinois Business Corporation Act passed 
in June 1969. 

An example of the inequity is that national 
banks had express statutory power to donate 
for public welfare and charitable purposes for 
many years before this power was given to 
Illinois state banks in 1957, National banks 
could join in the national program to aid small 
businesses by investing in the stock of small 
business corporations for four years before state 
banks received similar powers in 1961. Nation- 
al banks could have branches in foreign coun- 
tries after 1913; Illinois state banks could do 
so beginning in 1967. 

The amendment will appear on a special 
pink ballot (pink tab on voting machines). A 
majority of votes cast on the issue is needed 
for passage. 

Because the proposal does not change 
existing tax rates or tax structures and pro- 
vides a needed procedural simplification, it 
enjoys bi-partisan support and is favored by 
leading civic, labor and business groups. Quad- 
Cityans should have no hesitation in casting 
a “yes'’ vote.

Nicholas Nvaradi, cirec- 
tor of. International Studies at 
Bradley University and former

Pull up on the ankles, toes, 
legs and abdomen an the way 
up, relax the pull on the way 
down, and keep the polishing 
cloth active. 

For washing venetian blinds, 
it’s also the top-to-bottom meth- 
od. After the vacuum pulls the 
dust off, wash, using a folded 
cloth or a flat sponge cut half- 
way through so both sides of- 
the slat can be washed at the 
same time. Getting up and 
down on a firm, sturdy step 
stool to change the water in 
your pail will take care of exer- 
cising the leg musicles.. Down 
on your knees if you wash the 
venetian blinds in the bathtub 
where they can be spread out 
and rinsed several times in 
clear, running water. Shift your 
position from time to time and 
kneel on a rubber mat to re- 
lieve the pressure on your 
knees. 

Bathrooms and kitchens offer 
spendid opportunities to bend 
and stretch. If washing tiles 
and cabinets are on your sched- 
ule, avoid streaks by washing 
from the bottom up and wiping 
up as you go along. Vocalize 
as you tackle floors, fixtures, 
tiles and painted — surfaces, 
especially in the bathroom. In 
that confined space, you'll 
sound like a virtuoso. When it 
comes to the medicine chest, 
discard medicines no longer in 
use and those with blurred or 
stained labels. Pour liquid 
medicines down. the drain and 
flush away tablets and cap- 
sules, Always keep medicines 
out of the reach of children. 

This household choreography 
may cause some aching mus- 
cles, but two aspirin and a 
warm bath will help relieve 
that. Then, you'll have that 
wonderfully alive feeling from 
improved body and muscle 
tone, resulting from a bravo 
performance in fall cleaning.

Golden Pines 


Yellow needles on the inside 
portion of pines in October are 
a normal development. 

Pine trees drop a portion of 
their needles evety year as a 
normal part of their growing 
cycle. Needle drop is rather 
dramatic when they suddenly 
turn yellow. Vigerous trees ap- 
pear hard hit. because fast 
growth creates many ‘new nee- 
dies each year and drop a 
large number of old ones each 
fall. 

Pine needles normally func- 
tion for two summers and drop 
during the third season. You 
can count the seasons growth 
ch your tree to determine which 
seasons needles are dropping. 
If last years needles are drop- 
ping or some of this summers 
necdles a fungus or insect 
problem has developed. 
Replacing the Elm 

Dutch elm disease and 
phloem necrosis have combined 
to destroy the elm as a reliable 
shade tree. Nine local trees 
which grow to 90 feet or more 
are offered by nurserymen as 
replacements.

Birch, Kentucky Coffee tree, 
Ginkgo, Hickory, Red Maple, 
Sugar Maple and Sweet Gum.

Two varieties of hackberry 
grow in this area as bottom- 
land and hillside trees. The 
common hackberry and sugar- 
berry. (celtis Laevigata).

Sugar berry grows to be a 
round toped spreading tree of 
90 feet. The: trunk and large 
limbs develop corky warts. Su- 
gar berry will grow in any type 
of soil and is a long lived tree.

The main feature of this tree is 
long life, large size, gray bark 
with corky warts and broad 
spreading lims. 
River Birch (Betula Nigra) 
is the only native birch in 
Southern Illinois and Missouri. 
This birch grows to 90 feet with 
a, pyramidal shape. When 
grown as a clump it rarely 
grows beyond 80 feet. The pa- 


yy 
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pery bark on young trees is tan 
or light pink and reveals dark 
red-brown inner bark. Leaves 
are similar to other birch, Riv- 
er Birch is common in low 
lands and river banks with red 
maple and silver maple.. Fall 
color is yellow. The main fea- 
ture of this tree is long life, 
peeling bark, fast growth and 
large size. It survives occa- 
sional flooding.

Falling leaves are easily 
ground to fine particles and left 
to become part’ of the organi¢ 
matter on top of the soil.

Regular cutting (grinding) is

Page explained that there is 
a need for a program to edu- 
cate ‘the adult population—and 
especially Senior Citizens — on 
good driving habits and atti- 
tudes, Most adults were taught 
to drive by an older member 
of the family or a friend teach- 
ing -them the mechanics of op- 
erating an automobile,” Page 
explained. “If their teacher had 
bad habits, they picked up those 
bad habits.” 

Page said the new program 
will be beneficial to Senior Citi- 
zens and others in the adult 
population in addition to society 
in general. 

“With the new State law re- 
quiring a driver ta be tested 
every nine years, this will help 
people prepare for these tests,” 
said Page 

Superintendent Page pointed 
out, ‘Adult driver education 
centers have heen selected 
throughout the state to partici- 
pate in the pilot program. It 
is the plan of the Department 
of Safety Education that even- 
tually this course will be avail- 
able in all counties of the State. 
The participating, schools will 
be announced at a later date.” 

Lipman, commenting on the 
development of this course by 
the Superintendent of Public In 
struction, said, “Senior Citizens, 
more than any other group in 
our society, must depend on 
their automobiles. They depend 
upon them to do their shopping, 
go to their doctors and keep in 
touch with their friends. Today's 
complex rules and overcrowded 
highways scare them. This pro 
gram will make them safer 
drivers and more confident

One of the highest death 
rates among law enforcement 
agencies is in the U.S. Treasury 
department’s Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms division,” | ac- 
cording to Area Supervisor 
Daniel J. Pfiefer, who spoke 
to Explorer Post 10-4 and Mad- 
ison Auxiliary police at an Ex- 
plorer’s meeting last week 

The reason for the high 
death rate is due to bootleging 
operations in the southeastern 
part of the United States, Pfie- 
fer said. “Nationally, about 
65%, of the agents’ time is taken 
up with investigating and en- 
forcing federal alcohol laws,” 
he added. 

Pfiefer continued, “In the St. 
Louis area, however, only 5 to 
10% of our time involves this 
problem. Much of our time is 
spent in firearms investigations 
and enforcement. We are. als

Of Mayors to Meet 


Joe Mathewson, executive di- 
rector of the IHinois Citizens for 
Clean Water, will explain the 
$750 million anti-pollution bond 
issue at the first fall meeting 
of the Southwestern Illinois 
Council of Mayors at the Lewis 
and Clark Restaurant in East 
Alton, Wednesday, Oct. 28. 

Mayor members of the coun- 
cil have been urged to bring 
to the meeting their city engi- 
neers and other officials par- 
ticularly interested in the prob- 
lem of water pollution and sew- 
age treatment as a means of 
solving pollution problems. 

The Bond Pollution act en- 
compasses a plan to aid cities 
in cleaning up their water with 
sewage treatment facilities built 
with grants made from the $750 
million bond issue.

The month-old question as to 
who is legally responsible for 
the maintenance of the McCam- 
bridge avenue subway’ to the 
Louis Baer school in Madison 
was settled Thursday night when 
Madison school superintendent 
Raymond Dragich reported to 
the school board that the re- 
sponsibility is that of the dis- 
trict. 

Dragich said that under a 
1939 resolution, the school board 
agreed to be responsible for 
the maintenance, cleanliness 
and lighting of the state-built 
subway, even -though it is un- 
der a state highway. 

At last month’s meeting, the 
board ordered Dragich to de- 
termine who was legally re- 
sponsible for the tunnel after 
receiving protests that the sub- 
way had no lights and that 
there was water standing in it. 
Students were required to wade 
through water to get to the 
school, parents claimed. 

One mother charged that not 
only was the tunnel not being 
maintained, but that it also was 
unguarded and several children 
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had been molested by other chil- 
dren while going to and from 
school. 

The board also ordered Drag- 
ich to appoint a guard! at the 
tunnel in the mornings and af- 
ternoons and to take “whatever 
measures are necessary to pro- 
tect our children.” Lights were 
installed in the subway and the 
sump pump was checked to 
guarantee that water would not 
collect there. 

Board members agreed at 
Thursday’s meeting to continue 
the maintenance program and 
to keep the guard, a teacher’s 
assistant from the school, on 


duty one hour before and after 


school. to see that the children 
are protected. 

A contract for fencing in the 
back of Blair School in Madi- 
son was also awarded to Gran- 
ite City Fence Co. by the 
board. The offer of $693 was 
the only bid submitted. 

The board was informed that 
Granite City Dodge Inc. will 
supply a driver’s education car 
free of charge again this year 
for Madison high school.
